THE LAGUNA DISTRICT. 

The famous Laguna district, of which 
the city of Torreon is the largest and 
most important city, is known all over 
the world as one of the most fertile 
cotton-growing’ regions on this hem- 
isphere. When cotton crops here are 
normal, between 90,000 and 120,000 bales 
of cotton are produced on the big Mex- 
ican plantations, called haciendas. The 
men who compose the working forces 
on these plantations are called “peons,” 
and of late years they have received 
larger wages than ever before. The 
hard times have affected the peon, as 
well as the ranch or hacienda owner, 
consequently wages are lower than for 
some time past. 

It is also now generally conceded that 
some of the newspapers of a revolution- 
ary character, publishéd in the Spanish 
language by certain Mexicans at dif- 
ferent points in the United States, and 
sent broadcast into this country, are, 
jim a large measure, also responsible for 
the troubles.

SIZE OF WIRE UNIMPORTANT. 

The size of the wire with which we 
come in contact is of little consequence: 
any o wire can carry enough 
amperes to give a fatal shock: the 
number of volts does not depend upon 
the size of the wire at all: we can 
have as much pressure in a small pipe 
as in a large one. When the current 
is flowing through our body a great 
deal of resistance is offered to the flow; 
it may be compared to a pipe filled with 
very fine sand. and considerable pres- 
sure is required to cause a serious ef- 
fect; only a slight pressure is needed 
to force the same amount through the 
metallic wire, which is a large, 
open pipe. To receive a shock it is also 
necessary that the current flow through
